TEES SES by Dur P;oclamation of the Fifth of this Month, foz 
the Reaſon therein mentioned, We thought fit to De- 
clare Our Pleaſure, That Our Parliament ſhould not 
only Meet on the ſaid Four and twentieth Dap of May, 
but ſhould Continue then to Sit foz the Diſpatch of 
SP divers Wei ty A Ws. ading i into Our 
Royal Con ut ing:

being unwilling to Call Pur Subjects from their Babi⸗ 


tations at this Staſon of the Year, unleſs in caſe of Neceſſity, Have therefoze thought 
fit (with the Advice of Pur Privy Council) to Publiſh and Declare, and due do 
hereby Publiſh and Declare Our Royal Pleaſure, That Pur Parliament ſhall 
upon the ſaid Four and twentieth Day of May, be further ÞPzozogued to the Four- 
teenth Day of June next, Whereof 60 Zo2ds Spiritual and Tempozal, and the 
Knights, Citizens and Burgeſſes of the Houſe of Commons, and all others whom 
it may -concern, may hereby take Notice, and O2der their Aktairs acco2dingly. We 
letting them know, That We will not at the ſaid Four and twentieth Day of May 
expect the Attendance of any, but ſuch as being in oz about the Cities of Londen and 
Weſtminſter, may Attend the making of the ſaid Pꝛozogation, in ſuch manner as 
heretofoze in like Caſes has been accuſtomed, And We do hereby further Declare, 
That convenient Notice ſhall be given by {Pzoclamation, of the time when Our 
Parliament ſhall Meet and Sit foz the Diſpatch of Buſineſs, to the end that the 
Members of both Houſes may O2der their Afﬀairs accozdingly.
